Meanwhile Villet and Welch were being cornered by a crowd that 
yelled at them to get out. Every time Villet and Welch tried to get clear 
of the crowd, someone stepped squarely in their way. When they did 
work their way over to the cops, the cops told them to get back on the 
sidewalk and just pushed them back into the mob. Now they were trapped, 
the crowd smelled blood and started to swing. Villet took mostly body 
blows, Welch got hit in the face, neck, back of the head and ribs. Finally 
the cops extricated them and started them off to the jail too. 

I was at the jail trying to get Miller out when Villet and Welch were 
ushered in. I had managed to hire a lawyer who succeeded in getting the 
police chief to drop the “open charges” against Villet and Welch, And 
for $200 bail we got Miller back too, after three hours. We learned that 
his assailant, H. Y. Turner, was from North Little Rock, had no children 
in the school, had a record of previous arrests—for varieties of drunken- 
ness, for resisting arrest and for disturbing the peace.

THE BAYONETS IN ARKANSAS AFFIRM OUR NATION'S BASIC FOUNDATION IN THE LAW 


Law and order have returned to Little Rock. Every good citi- 
zen of that community, and every law-respecting citizen of 
the nation, breathes easier because of i 

‘The law is being executed there. not by the chief execu- 
tive sworn to uphold it, Governor Orval Faubus, but by the 
President of the U.S. It is being enforced, not by the proper 
authorities of the sovereign state of Arkansas, but by the 
US. Army’s 101st Airborne Div 

‘This is the division—with the famous screaming eagle 
shoulder patch—which occupied Hitler's Adlershorst at 
Berchtesgaden. Many Southerners were in it; many shared 
the exaltation at taking the citadel of the “superman” who 
believed that some people had a born right to rule, even de- 
stroy, other human beings. 

It is irony, indeed. that the same screaming eagle that came 
to roost on Adlershorst has had to come to Little Rock, the 
capital of a sovereign state of the Union, in order to uphold 
the law of the Republie. Hi y find it fantastic that a 
grown man was willing to use state troops to keep nine chil 
dren out of school. But the President of the United States is 
writing the new history which id for all time, 
that such defiance will not be tolerated in a fi on that 
lives by law. 

The President's decision to use federal troops came only 
two months after he had told his press conference he could 
not imagine “any set of circumstances that would 
me to send federal troops into any area to 
orders of a federal court. .. .” This measure of Ike’s extreme 
reluctance to do what Faubus finally forced him to do is a 
measure also of Faubus’ incredible folly in backing the Pres- 
ident into such a corner, where there was no choice but to 
do the very thing that all southern leaders wanted least—en- 
force school integration with federal bayonets. Faubus now 
rants of “military occupation” in a city where his own need- 
less use of force provoked the final showdown. But Faubus, 
who sowed a wind, has reaped a hurricane; seeking to prop 
the walls of segregation, he has made the roof fall in.

Regardless of the President's reluctance to act, there is 
not the slightest question of his right or his duty to do 
so. Certain opponents of the Supreme Court's 1954 desegre- 
gation decision—such as Columnist David Lawrence—have 
challenged the President's legal right, but they have spo- 
ken too hastily and with inadequate historical study of the 
President's powers. 

Lawrence says that the President's proclamation was based 
on an 1871 Reconstruction statute whose constitutionality 
has never been tested in the courts. Actually, the President's 
right goes all the way back to a law of 1792 which President 
Washington used to put down the Whiskey Rebellion in 
Pennsylvania. The 1792 statute states that “whenever the 
Jaws of the U.S. shall be opposed or the execution thereof 
obstructed in any state by combinations too powerful to be 
suppressed by the ordinary course of judicial proceedings or 
by the power vested in the marshals,” then the President, 
alter first issuing a proclamation to “disperse and retire peace- 
ably,” may call forth the militia of the state involved. In 
1807 this power was extended to cover the use of national 
troops for the same purpose. These powers of intervention, 
and later additions to them, are contained in the new U.S. 
Code as recodified in August 1956 by the 84th Congress. Most 
Presidents have had to use these powers at one time or an- 
other, whether against smuggling (Jefferson), slave uprisings 


(Jackson). strikes (Hayes and others), depredations by Cox- 
ey’s Army (Cleveland), race riots (Wilson, F. D, Roosevelt), 
or other defiances of federal law. 

Even so, crities like Lawrence retort, there is no “federal 
Jaw” being violated in Arkansas because “there is no federal 
law forbidding segregation.” This also is untrue. The 14th 
Amendment to the U.S, Constitution requires each state to 
provide “equal protection of the laws” to every citizen, and 
the U.S. Supreme Court in its 1954 decision held that such 
protection now forbids the forced exclusion of Negroes from 
white schools. Anyone who doubts that this is the law may 
be referred to a unanimous Supreme Court decision of 1894 
which says that the “entire strength of the nation may be 
used to enforce in any part of the land... the security of 
all rights entrusted by the Constitution to its care.” 

. 

where the President is open to criticism is not for 
his authority but rather, that in using it, he left 
room for doubt as to whether he himself believes in the law 
enforcing. In his speech to the nation he remarked, 
ersonal opinions about the [desegregation] decision 
have no bearing on the matter of enforcement,” just as, on 
earlier occasions, he has stated that his own opinion “makes 
no difference.” Such attitudes, though technically correct 
and politically prudent, have left room for inference that the 
President equates the 14th Amendment with the 18th (Pro- 
hibition), a disagreeable thing which has to be enforced even 
though it may be unwise. 

It would have been the better part of leadership for the 
President to reflect the true situation, which is this: since 
the time of the 14th Amendment in 1868, the American Negro 
has so fur advanced in economic status and in his expectations 
asa citizen that a living and progressive law, adjusting itself to 
changed realities, must now include desegregation as a part 
of this citizenship. People might violate the 18th Amend- 
ment without feeling guilty, but grown people who curse and 
spit upon children have a cause to feel guilty, violating, as 
they do, not only the 14th Amendment but Christ's command- 
ment, “Love thy neighbor.” 

The President was quite right in casting his Little Rock 
message to the nation in a spirit of tolerance to the South, in 
appealing to that “overwhelming majority” who are “of good 
will [and] united in their efforts to preserve and respect the 
law even when they disagree with it.” The South has a deep- 
rooted tradition of respect for law: its entire case as made by 
Calhoun and others, prior to the fatal civil clash, was based 
on an appeal to law. 

Well. the law on Negro rights is clear enough and now the 
federal government's determination to enforce it is clear too. 
The President’s action in Little Rock has set a pattern applica- 
ble to other mobs who employ, or officials who condone, vio- 
lence against lawful integration. Although Little Rock has 
made the position of the southern moderates difficult enough, 
it has made that of the dichard obstructionists completely 
untenable. No responsible southern leader can want another 
Little Rock. It should therefore hasten responsible southern 
efforts toward moderate, orderly plans for desegregation. The 
white children of the South, no less than the black, need the 
kind of normal education which cannot be obtained in a 
thicket of hayonets. But it can be obtained in an atmosphere 
representative of the new South, that moderate and law- 
abiding South which can best direct the troubled currents 
of its own profound change.

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HOW SUCCESS RUINED 
A WOULD-BE BUM

Edmund G. Love, 45-year-old college graduate and former school- 
teacher, was driven by personal problems to spend more than three 
‘years leading the life of a bum, largely in New York City. During 
this period he gained an unusual insight into the little-known 
world of the human derelict. In a book, Subways Are for Sleeping, 
published this week by Harcourt, Brace and Company, Mr. Love 
tells of some of the derelicts he met in this world. The article 
that follows, which is taken from the book, deals with one of 
them. The story is true but names and certain details are masked. 


ronce SPOKER was a medium-sized man with thin lips and 

rimless spectacles. He always wore a blue workingman’s shirt 
and a dark red bow tie to set off a somewhat crumpled old herringbone 
tweed suit. He claimed that he was a bum and he lived like one for 
seven years. He sat on a bench in New York City’s Madison Square 
and consorted with other bums. He slept in flophouses and doorways 
and spent as little as possible for food. But in certain respects, 
Spoker was different from most derelicts. He was always asking ques- 
tions about the way the others lived and, although he rarely found 
fault with the answers he received, he always left the impression 
that he did not necessarily believe them. He acted like a small-town 
banker who knew y how much money all his customers had.

‘The comparison of Geerge Spoker with a banker is not at all in- 
appropriate. He had been one for a good many years in a city near 
San Francisco. One day the examiners had found a shortage in his 
books, and shortly thereafter he had been sent to San Quentin prison 
for two and a half years. 

Spoker never went home after serving his sentence. During his 
prison term his wife had divorced him and his possessions had been 
liquidated. None of his friends had visited him. He once told someone 
why he went to New York: “I was a bum to everybody and I made 
up my mind if that’s what people were going to think of me, I might 
just as well be one. I wanted to be the dirtiest, raggedest, most foul- 
mouthed specimen of manhood that ever lived. 

As authorities on such matters know, the one hallmark of a bum 
is aimlessness. From the start a lack of aimlessness differentiated 
Spoker from his chosen colleagues. He attacked the problem of being 
a bum with some determination, bustling around and seeking infor- 
mation from other bums in a sharp, businesslike manner. Whenever 
he heard of something he had not yet tried, he rushed to experience 
it. He was unable to shrug his shoulders and accept the things that 
fate turned his way. 

‘There was another big difference between George Spoker and the 
mine run of bums, He had money. While he had been in prison 
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In Beanie's Tavern, Spoker (second from left) tries to act 
like @ bum among real bums, getting drunk every Saturday. 
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his grandmother died, leaving him a monthly income of $78. The 
proceeds from this had enabled him to travel east in a drawing 
room on a train, and he was probably the only man who ever 
entered the realm of the Salvation Army in this fashion. Moreover, 
as a former banker he could not bear the thought of all that money 
going to waste, so he took out a post-office box and picked up his « 
check there every month. 

Just as this comparative affluence set him off from the usual 
derelict, so did his ingenuous, fastidious approach to the bum’s 
life. When he first arrived in New York, Spoker felt that as a bum 
he must live in a flophouse. He tried a few on the Bowery but 
could not stand the bugs, so eventually he established himself 
farther uptown on Third Avenue, where lodgings cost 50¢ a night 
instead of 25¢. He tried eating at restaurants like Beefsteak John’s, 
but he could not stand the sight of three or four kinds of food all 
heaped together in one pile. He transferred to Nedick’s and the 
Automat. Since one of the keystones of his bumdom involved be- 
ing a drunken stiff, he very carefully budgeted his money so that 
he would have enough to get good and drunk every Saturday night. 


The bums at Beanie’s 


HE getting drunk part of it was the thing that made George 
Spoker aware of his shortcomings as a bum, He fell into the 
habit of patronizing one bar all the time. It was a place called 
Beanie’s Tavern on 14th Street. It was a stand-up bar, and the 
mirror was covered by signs that were faintly reminiscent of a 
supermarket. About the only thing that Beanie’s never ran was 
a one-cent sale. There were weekly specials on brands of whisky 
that the Internal Revenue Service had never heard of, and the 
inside of the place was filled with disreputable-looking men lapping 
up the bargains. Outside on the sidewalk there were invariably 10 
or 20 homeless men gazing hungrily through the windows. It was 
easy to see that Beanie’s Tavern was populated by real bums. 
Among them, George soon came to feel like a National Guard re- 
cruit in a group of battle-scarred veterans just back from Korea. 
“Twas a dilettante,” he recalled not long ago. “I was sleeping in 
a flophouse every night and patting myself on the back for the hard 
time I was having. But to the guys that came into Beanie’s, a flop- 
house was a luxury. They were real bums. They were spending the 
night on the subway, flopping in doorways, holing up in vacant 
buildings, catnapping in Grand Central and stretching out on park 
benches. If they got money at all, they spent it on whisky.” 

The realization that he was a failure in the thing that he had 
set out to do made Spoker more determined than ever and this 
purposefulness set him even further from his goal. He made up 
his mind to try living like these models with whom he had be- 
come acquainted. He began to carry a notebook and each time he 
heard of a new place to sleep he wrote it down. Then he set out 
to try every one of them. But he soon discovered that sleeping on 
a park bench is hard work, and after a while he found himself 
gravitating back to the flophouses. Each time this happened he 
became more disgusted with himself and eventually reached the 
astonishing conclusion that he did not have the guts to be a bum. 
There was only one way he could be sure of not giving up. That 
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was to give away his money. He began by having it changed into 
quarters which he handed out at random. 

It was at this point in his life that George Spoker’s true nature 
reasserted itself. As a banker, orderliness and system had been in- 
grained into him, And he could not bear to give away something 
for nothing. In order to satisfy both of these inclinations, he de- 
cided that he would trade his quarters for information. Each time 
he gave one away to a fellow bum, he asked the recipient to tell 
him where he had slept lately. This information was carefully en- 
tered in the little notebook. When one notebook was filled up. 
Spoker got a bigger one. It was not long before he discovered that 
his informants would talk just as much for a dime as they would 
for a quarter, so he reduced his unit of charity. 

The information that went into George Spoker’s notebooks com- 
prised a curious marginal note on life in New York. Vacant build- 
ings were listed, as were tunnel excavations, used-car lots and en- 
campments of Jehovah’s Witnesses. For over a year George Spoker 
slept in a different place every night. Those he did not sleep in, he 
investigated. Pertinent information included the habits of guards 
or police, means of ingress and egress, and the best times of night 
for use of the premises. One day George met a bearded old char- 
acter who insisted that he had been sleeping in a Roman sarcoph- 
agus in the Metropolitan Museum for 10 years, off and on. George 
checked this claim and found it plausible but never quite got up 
the nerve to spend the night there. 

One afternoon George was accosted by a vagrant who had once 
added something to the notebook. The man said he had been try- 
ing to find Spoker because he had been evicted from his customary 
sleeping place and needed a new one. He was willing to pay 25c 
for a Took at the places George must have available. George «did 
well by the petitioner. He told him about a spot he guaranteed 
for two weeks of undisturbed slumber. 


The bench on Madison Square 


HIS encounter revolutionized Spoker’s life. The thought that 

he could sell back for a quarter the same information he had 
received for a dime had not occurred to him before. In order to 
take full advantage of the possibilities he began telling the men 
he interviewed that if they ever wanted to find him, he would be 
in a certain place every day at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. At first 
this place was Union Sanita but Spoker later moved to Madison 
Square, where things were less hectic, Soon he was selling infor- 
mation on sleeping arrangements to seven or eight vagrants a day. 
By then he had a list of between 2,000 and 3,000 hideaways. 

Spoker also received a lot of information that had nothing what- 
soever to do with shelter, Bums often mentioned that they hal 
eaten free at some mission or other, or that a certain charitable 
institution in town was a phony enterprise, no use at all to a bum, 
Spoker knew of dishwashing jobs in restaurants, of bowling alleys 
that needed pin boys, and who was hiring men to carry sandwich 
boards in any given week. He put it all in his notebook. With all 
this information in his possession, George soon became something 
of a one-man sociological movement. There is a spirit of helpful- 
ness among vagrants in New York, and word soon got around that 
anybody who wanted a little money in his pocket should go see 
Spoker. Spoker would not furnish any money himself, but he could 
furnish tips as to where it could be found. He himself could be 
found, as everyone now knew, on the bench in Madison Square. 

a! Madison Square,” Spoker recalled later. “It’s leafy and 
green. Nobody bothers you if you just want to sit and look at the 
buildings. After a few months I had enough customers to keep me 
there two or three hours a day. I decided that I'd had enough of 
running all over town and that I would stay right there.” 

George Spoker is naturally a curious and observant man. On the 
first day he arrived in Madison Square he counted the buildings 
that bordered it, Later he snooped around in these buildings, read- 
ing the directories in the lobbies, counting the elevators, trying to 
estimate how many people worked in them. What he could not 
find out by looking, he found out by asking. On rainy days he often 
visited the public library to look up newspapers and magazines 
published 60 or more years before, when the corner of 23rd and 
Broadway was more or less a crossroads of the world. Whenever he 
came across an event of interest that had happened in or near 
Madison Square, he would look up the spot at which it occurred. 

“A lot of people say that looking up bits of information like-that 
is useless,” Spoker once remarked, “but they're crazy. There 
isn’t any information that is useless.” 

In the summer of 1948 the information he had been collecting 
about Madison Square began paying off in an unusual way. One 
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Spoker’s catering service had its humble beginning when an 
elevator starter offered him a tip for bringing some coffee. 
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hot evening as he strolled leisurely around the square, 
stopped to talk to a man he found sitting on a chair outside the 
entrance to one of the office buildings. [t turned out that he was 
a night watchman who had worked in the vicinity in one capacity 
or another since he was a young man. Spoker began asking about 
some of the events he had come across in his reading and the old 
man was only too happy to recall the past. It soon became George's 
habit to drop by and chat with his new friend every night. 

On one particularly rainy evening the old man suggested that 
his visitor stay in the subbasement all night, He even rounded up 
some burlap bags to make a comfortable bed. From that time on 
Spoker lived in Madison Square. His friend soon introduced him 
to other night watchmen and night engineers, and by winter 
George was as much a fixture in the neig zhborhood as the statues 
in the park. He even bought a sleeping bag and blankets which he 
moved from one basement to another. 

In the fall of 1948 G e Spoker stumbled onto somethin 
good. While going over his notebooks in the park one September 
day, he was suddenly assailed by a thundershower. As was his Fai 
practice during such forced curtailments of activity, Spoker spent nodal 2280-7 
his time loitering in the lobby of one of the buildings, chatting gtound the CO0Cck. Mock ov Baraundy 
idly with the elevator starter, who was an acquaintance. When the 


shower had passed and he was about to leave the building, Spoker 


casually guessed he would saunter over to 23rd Street for a cup of 
coffee. The starter wondered if George would mind bringing back 
a cup for him, 
“T thought about it all the way across the park,” Spoker remem- 
bers. ‘The man had given me a quarter to pay for his coffee and 
had intimated thet I could keep the change, This looked like it , : Few 
might Hela gcod burivess, dU hgunht-abe capa ofvcaties insieall Gb foc Cheahion, 
one and saw to it that each of the elevator operators got one of Z 
them, They all paid me, and they all tipped me.”

HEN he had pocketed his tips, Spoker began asking questions. 

He found out that no one was bringing coffee into the build- 
ing. Within a week he had received permission from the b 
superintendent to bring snacks to all the building employes 
ular intervals. He had also asked to be allowed to solicit a similar 
privilege from all the firms in the building, where more than 600 
people were employed. Mathematically speaking, Spoker was n 
slouch. He estimated that there were 25,000 to 30.000 workers 
employed within a one-block railius of Madison Square. They would 
drink 12,000 cups of coffee or partake of that many snacks on an 
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An entrepreneur among bums, as business prospers Spoker 
opens his own kitchen, using other derelicts as snack carriers. 
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. Ata nickel a snack, somebody who took advantage 
of the possibilities could make $600 a day in tips. George Spoker 
made up his mind to be the somebody. 

By this time, bums secking lodgings or employment were coming 
to him in great numbers, The Spoker Aid Society, as he used to 
call it, became the key to George's new business, and the business. 
became the key to the Aid Society. Beginning in the winter of 
1948-49, Spoker carefully organized a catering service in the build- 
ings around Madison Square. In each building he would talk to 
the heads of the various businesses and lay out a route that would 
keep a man occupied for a full eight-hour day and pay between $10 
and $15 in tips. Then he turned the route over to one of the bums 
who came to him for help, taking $3 of the tips for himself, Eventu- 
ally Spoker had about 20 men working for him. 

It took George almost three years to reach the apex of his career, 
By that time he had branched out considerably. Initially, he and 
his men had filled the coffee orders at one or another of the numer- 
ous lunch counters in the area. But after the business became big- 
ger, he rented the cheapest basement he could find and set up his 
own kitchen to take care of the orders, His profits soon reached 
about $600 a week. 

In 1952 ex-conviet George Spoker, now a carefully honest citi- 
zen, filed a federal income tax return for $31,000, At that time he 
was still sitting on his park bench in Madison Square and sleeping 
every night in any one of about 20 subbasements in the neighbor- 
hood. He was still wearing his blue shirt, red bow tie and the 
crumpled old suit he had brought to New York. And he was still 
keeping most of his records in one of 10 or 11 notebooks he 
kept beside him on his bench. 

Spoker was now a happy man, a successful businessman who 
lived like a bum. He took one shower a week at an Episcopal mis- 
sion. Whenever his one suit became too shabby, he would take it 
toa cleaner, donning in the interim an old coat and pair of pants 
he had received from the Salvation Army. He changed his linen 
once a week. He had a sweet roll and a cup of coffee from his com- 
missary for breakfast, bought a frankfurter from one of the 23rd 
Street stands for his lunch and ate an evening meal in the Automat. 
His recreation still consisted of going down to Beanie’s Tavern and 
getting drunk every Saturday night.

At least he would have been 
classed as the tightest man if anyone had known he had a dollar 
to be tight with. No one did. Spoker had kept his mouth shut.

His routemen reported to him at 
his bench in the park. He had accounts in eight or nine banks in 
the neighborhood and crossed the street to one or another of them 
times a day. took all the money out of his pockets and deposited 
it. He left a very plain impression with each of his employes that 
the business was being run so that the workers would get a break.

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CRIME IN THE U.S.: PART V 


WHAT MAKES 
A CRIMINAL 


Many of the roots of crime lie in the mind. To nip them, scientists 


plumb the dark inner disturbances that can drive men to wrongdoing 


by ERNEST HAVEMANN 


P to this point, Lire’s series of articles on crime has said relatively 
little about the nature of the criminal. This is only fitting, for by 
and large the police, the courts and the prisons have never been espe- 
cially concerned with what it is that makes the criminal behave as he 
does. The police are only supposed to catch him and to find out what 
he did, not why he did it. The law concerns itself only with the nature 
of the crime: first-degree murder calls for so many years in prison, grand 
larceny for so many, robbery with an armed weapon for so many. It has 
never occurred to anybody to write the rules from the opposite point of 
view: to say, for example, that a 39-year-old civ- 
il engineer, earning $8,000 a year, living with a 
wife and three children in a paid-for, one-family 
residence, with an intelligence quotient of 115 
and no physical defects except for slightly sub- 
normal vision, would receive six years in prison 
if he committed a crime, regardless of whether 
his offense should be sneaking a newspaper from 
the corner stand or stabbing his mothe: law 
to death, The attempt has always been, as in the 
Gilbert and Sullivan song, *‘to make the punish- 
ment fit the crime,” not necessarily the criminal. 
It is only recently that anybody has tried to 
cast any real scientific illumination into what is 
probably the very core of the crime problem: the 
murky mystery, as ancient as Cain and as current 
as this morning's headlines, of why men actually 
do go wrong. Within the last few years a great 
many sociologists, psychologists and psychiatrists 
have begun to operate within our penal system. 
Some of the work on classification of prisoners, 
described last week, has been extended in an ef- 
fort to seek out the deepest motives behind the 
criminal’s actions. California and New York 
have especially well-staffed and inquisitive screening or reception cen- 
ters. Wisconsin and New Jersey have set up special diagnostic centers 
apart from the prisons. The New Jersey center, for example, makes a 
thorough psychiatric examination of every sex offender cunvicted in the 
state, about 500 men a year. It also examines boys and girls sent to it 
from the state’s juvenile courts, problem children brought in by their 
parents, adults who come in voluntarily with some problem involving a 
conflict with society, and the many inmates of New Jersey prisons who 
seem to have some special difficulties. 

More and more the scientifically trained .taffs in these reception and 
diagnostic centers are concentrating on the most basic of all questions: 
why? Why does this meek and apparently harmless man keep exposing 
himself in public or peeking through bedroom windows or annoying 
young girls? Why did this handsome and apparently happy boy set his 
school afire? Why did this well-mannered girl run away from home? 
Why did this prison inmate slash a cellmate with a razor? Are these 
people sane by legal standards? Does it make any sense to punish them? 
What if anything will turn them into good citizens? Is it safe to let them 
20, either now or later? 

There have been many theories in the past as to the causes of crime. 
None of them has ever been proved and most of them, after a brief 
period of overenthusiastic popularity, have had to be discarded. Fifty 
years ago the amateur reformers were blaming crime on dime novels and 
cigaret smoking. Later it was blamed on the movies, Prohibition, repeal 
and jazz, and more recently on comic books, television and rock ‘n’ roll.

The phrenologists once persuaded a considerable body of public opinion 
that crime was caused by the shape of the head. At a more serious scien- 
tific level Dr. Cesare Lombroso, an Italian doctor, came up in 1876 with 
the theory, widely accepted for years, that there is a born criminal type 
who can be recognized by his prominent ears, enormous jaw, broad 
cheek bones, heavy head of hair and slight beard. 

Yet the first thing a serious student of crime discovers is the remark- 
able surface similarity between the criminal and the average citizen, The 
people who get in trouble and wind up in prison /ook the same as any- 
body else. Repeated tests of their height, weight, 
physical strength, glandular systems and brain 
waves show no more variation than would be 
found in any group outside the walls. Intelligence 
tests have shown that some criminals are bright, 
some are average and some are dull. They have 
married and sired children in approximately av- 
erage numbers and seem to display the custom- 
ary emotions toward their familie 

As a matter of fact criminals violate practical- 
ly all their advance billing. The sex offender, for 
example, has been the object of much public hor- 
ror in recent years. He is thought of as a strong, 
tough, vicious, oversexed man prowling through 
the night for his prey, a beast bent on forcible 
rape and sadistic murder. To the scientists who 
have actually had a good look at the nation’s sex 
criminals, this picture is ludicrous, To be sure, 
there are occasional brutal cases of rape-murder, 
so shocking that the community never forgets 
them. But these are among the rarest of all crimes. 
A woman stands much more chance of being 
murdered by a relative than by a rapist. A study 
of murders committed in the U.S. over a three- 
year period showed that only 17 women were killed by rapists, but 37 
were killed by fathers or other close relatives, 49 by lovers and 102 by 
their husbands. The director of the New Jersey Diagnostic Center, Dr. 
Ralph Brancale, who has now had a careful look at 3,000 sex offenders 
of all kinds, believes it is a safe rule of thumb to assume that no more 
than 5% of them are physically dangerous in the sense of using violence 
or inflicting injury of any kind. 

The typical sex offender is actually a weak, fumbling, rather pathetic 
individual whose trouble is a paucity rather than an excess of sexuality. 
He is frightened, inhibited and usually terribly afraid of women, Either 
he has never dared marry, or else he has never been able to establish a 
satisfactory sex relationship with his wife. He has to find his meager and 
bumbling satisfactions by exposing himself in public, which is the com- 
monest of all sex offenses, or by such grotesque acts as fondling little 
girls or writing obscene letters to movie stars. Usually he cannot help 
himself. In psychiatric terms his actions are compulsive. He is driven to 
them by forces which he cannot understand and often does not even 
condone. Many sex offenders consider their own actions reprehensible 
and hate themselves for what they have done. They seldom even get any 
satisfaction or relief from their acts. They are a sorry lot, often more 
to be pitied than censured. Dr. Brancale has found that many of those 
he has studied are the victims of severe mental disturbance. 

But as much as Dr. Brancale, among others, sympathizes with the 
plight of sex offenders, he believes in getting them off the street. He be- 
lieves that men of this sort are badly in need of psychiatric treatment and

HISTORY OF A BURGLAR 


Scientists uncover one criminal's motives 


The dark disturbances that may drive men to 
crime are deeply hidden and rarely understood 
—least of all by the criminal himself. They 
are clues to his behavior, but dredging them 
up is a difficult job and one for experts. Two 
such experts are Psychiatrist Ralph Brancale 
and Penologist F. Lovell Bixby of New Jer- 
sey’s correction service. To help discover the 
youthful motives that initially made seasoned 
criminals take up crime, the two specialists re- 
cently studied the case of a habitual burglar 
who is typical of 60% of the men in U.S. pris- 
ons, His story, as they uncovered it in lengthy 
interviews with him, unfolds in the drawings 
on these five pages. 

The burglar, here called Bob Braun, is a 
friendly man, pleasant, nice looking, soft spo- 
ken, courteous. In all ways, he appears to be 
an average man in the street, far from the gen- 
eral concept of the criminal, He even seems 
a righteous person, disliking laziness, deplor= 
ing violence, despising depravity. He has never 
carried a gun, Yet Bob has spent 36 of his 57 
years in prisons and is now serving time in 
the New Jersey State Prison at Trenton. Early 
in youth he got mixed up in a foolhardy, petty 
burglary. He kept vowing to go straight but, to 
hear him tell it, things just kept going wrong. 
To the experienced and sympathetic ears of 
Doctors Bixby and Brancale, however, Bob’s 
life told another story. Listening to his sad, to

them familiar, tale, the doctors interpreted it 
—as the captions on these pages describe—in 
the light of Bob’s own emotional reactions to 
the crises in his past. They came to some con- 
clusions. First, what started Bob off wrong 
was his early feeling of rejection by those he 
loved most. Second, Bob committed crimes 
as a way of expressing deep resentments that 
lay dormant within him, no matter how suc- 
cessfully his life was progressing, and periodi- 
cally were reactivated by accidental events. 
Third, his early crimes were done almost un- 
consciously, without his knowing why. But 
once the law tabbed him as a habitual crim- 
inal, he decided he would act like one and 
robbed deliberately. Most important of their 
conclusions was that if Bob had had some 
psychiatric help about the time of his second 
punishment (p. /49), the last 40 years might 
have been useful ones to him and to society. 

Bob’s story begins at 4, when his parents, 
who were itinerant silver miners in Idaho, sent 
him to his grandparents in Germany to have 
a permanent home and a good education. Al- 
though he loved school and his grandparents, 
he felt he had no identity. His father went to 
Germany but never came to see his son. At 13 
Bob was shipped back to America. Thus, when 
he reached the U.S. (right), he had twice been 
torn from an environment he knew and liked 
and twice had felt spurned by those he loved.

that often those who commit the most minor offenses are the mos 
seriously disturbed. Though they are not really likely to endange 
society through violence, as is popularly supposed, many do need seg 
regation and treatment, Many of them are in the early stages of schiz 
ophrenia, It is the split personality of schizophrenia rather than delib 
erate hypocrisy which accounts for the fact that many of them—lik 
the high school youth who recently went to a Billy Graham meetin; 
after raping and strangling a classmate—profess to be so pious. 

Juvenile delinquency, another problem which has been extensivel 
explored by the modern students of crime, turns out to be muc 
more complex than most people suppose. In the first place, it i 
hardly a new or distinctively American problem. Many of the form 
of orneriness once considered peculiar to American youths have bee 
found upon investigation to be quite common all over the world. I 
the second place, juvenile delinquency springs not from just one caus 
but from at least two chief causes—sociological and psychological— 
and each has a number of ramifications. 


The burden of the slums 


HE type of delinquency most publicized in the big cities today— 

the business of running in gangs, fighting other gangs and occa 
sionally knifing an opponent or an innocent bystander to death 
has been proved by the sociologists to be at least in large part ; 
neighborhood matter. A work highly regarded by sociologists is th 
famous 1929 study, Delinquency Areas, by the late Dr, Clifford Shay 
Dr. Shaw mapped the entire city of Chicago by the number of delin 
quents and criminals each area had produced over a period of years 
He found that the areas with a high number of juvenile offenders als 
had a high number of adult offenders and that these areas were in 
variably the ones with the most factories, worst housing and S 
number of families on relief—in a word, the slums. Each zone o 
improvement in living conditions from slum center out to the sub 
urbs was accompanied by a decrease in crime and delinquency. 

Later Dr. Shaw made the same kind of map for other big citi 
and in each case the results were the same. The conclusion which li 
and other sociologists reached was that crime is a way of life which 
once established in a neighborhood, tends to perpetuate itself, th 
youngsters inheriting the pattern from their elders. Many of the so 
ciologists believe that the influence of the bad neighborhood and ba 
companions is the whole explanation of delinquency. They feel tha 
it is just as natural for the son of delinquent parents and intimate o 
delinquent friends to wind up in the police files as for a wealth 
lawyer's son to wind up with a successful law firm. Certainly th 
great bulk of today’s delinquent youth gangs centers in places lik 
New York's Harlem and Chicago’s near South Side, where adul 
crime of all kinds is prevalent. Juvenile delinquency has always flour 
ished in these neighborhoods. In past generations, however, it re 
ceived less publicity because the young hoodlums stayed put. The 
stole only from their own corrupt elders and knifed only each other 
and the rest of the community did not particularly care. Today’ 
delinquents, like everybody else in the thoroughly motorized U.S. 
get around more and attract much more attention. 

Most criminologists are not nearly so worried about these young 
sters, who are often called ‘‘situational delinquents,” as are th

headline writers. Many slums have such a thoroughly delinquent at- 
mosphere that a youngster brought up there almost has to steal, fight 
and run in gangpacks to maintain any kind of social status. Every 
parent knows how sensitive teen-agers are to the opinions of their 
peers, and in these neighborhoods the climate of public opinion 
brands any good boy a sissy. In addition many youngsters join the 
gangs solely for self-protection. 

Criminologists feel that the prognosis for most of these boys and 
girls is pretty good. The great majority of them will outgrow their 
delinquency and find more solid satisfactions in a job and in a home. 
They will graduate from the slums, settle down in better neighbor- 
hoods and become perfectly respectable young parents—and 20 years 
from now they will be deploring the conduct of their own teen-agers. 
The principal of a New York City high school in a slum area re- 
ported that a recent class reunion held 10 years after graduation was 
almost unbelievable: some of the worst delinquents had turned into 
responsible, law-abiding citizens. 

According to the psychiatrists, however, there is another type of 
delinquent for whom there is much less hope. This is the boy or girl 
who behaves badly for no apparent reason. The New Jersey Diag- 
nostic Center recently examined a teen-ager from a well-to-do home. 
He had all the pocket money he could possibly spend but, for some 
mysterious reason, took a bus to a nearby suburb, cut out the screen 
of the first doorway he came to, rummaged through the house for a 
few worthless trinkets and then entered the bedroom, as if in an al- 
most deliberate attempt to wake the family, and was caught and 
subdued after a fight. There was an even more ironic recent case in 
the federal courts in which a youth drove downtown in a Cadillac 
convertible which had been a gift from his parents, parked it and 
walked to the next block to steal a jalopy. 

The psychiatrists believe that this sort of delinquency has the deep- 
est of psychological roots, twisted by tensions existing within the 
family. As a Freudian might put it, most delinquents have never ad- 
equately resolved the Oedipus complex, which is the early chi 
hood love for the mother and rivalry with the father. Many delin- 
quents have domineering and often cruel fathers of whom they are 
terribly afraid. Their unexpressed, unresolved hostility toward the 
father floats through their personalities like a mine in the ocean, ready 
to explode at the first object it touches. Some of them were warped by

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overpossessive mothers whom they pretend to love greatly but ac- 
tually hate for turning them into the neighborhood sissies. Almost 
all delinquents, even the swaggering bullies, suffer from a lack of 
self-esteem. Dominated and rejected as children, never bulwarked by 
normal love and affection, they seek desperately to capture some 
feeling of value and importance. Delinquency offers them prestige 
or at least notoriety and a chance to take out their aggression against 
society as they would like to have taken it out against their parents. 

Among the youngsters teetering on the verge of delinquency be- 
cause of a bad emotional background, those who are the least able 
physically and mentally to keep some kind of precarious balance are 
the ones who fall first. The unhappy, unattractive, overweight girl, 
shunned by all the boys in her class at school, is almost a sure bet 
to become sexually promiscuous and perhaps to start bearing illegiti- 
mate children the first time some cynical stranger makes a seemingly 
affectionate pass at her. The fat or skinny boy—especially the latter 
since leanness of build is often connected in the popular mind with 
physical weakness and doubts about virility—is a prime candidate for 
trouble with the police. So is the class **boo! 


Penalties for poor students 


R all our advances in education,” one criminologist has said, 
“our teachers today still pin medals on the bright kids and cite the 
slow ones as horrible examples.” In a psychiatrically well-run world 
this would never happen. The bright student usually has not only a 
good brain but a reasonably happy and stable family background. 
He needs no further help or praise. The backward student probably 
is suffering as much from trouble at home as from a poor mentality. 
He needs whatever help, reassurance and sympathy he can get. Unfor- 
tunately the school never gives him these things. Often he is a boy 
whose father actively resents him and perhaps beats him. He goes to 
school full of all the family tensions, Because his mind is elsewhere, 
he starts to fall behind. One of the first things to suffer is his reading. 
(Delinquents and criminals of all ages are notoriously slow and pain- 
ful readers.) Once his reading lags, all his schoolwork begins to de- 
teriorate. His teachers first urge him to do better, then start nagging 
him and wind up trying to shame him. 

If only the adults around such a boy could realize it, every day 
is a torture. He wakes up, still full of his unhappy home problems, 
to face another day of failure and humiliation at school, Not for 
him are the teacher's smiles, the A grades, the honor societies and 
his name in the local newspaper. All he can expect from his teachers 
is a scolding or grim resignation and marks which will force him to 
repeat the whole shameful process in the same grade the following 
year among younger pupils who will regard him as an overage freak. 

Such a boy, unwanted at home, a dismal failure at school, has 
to find some kind of success to satisfy his very human yearnings for 
prestige. Usually he finds it by getting into trouble. The New Jersey 
Diagnostic Center once examined a 17-year-old boy of below average 
intelligence who was brought in for trying to set his school afire, an 
incident which had shocked the respectable suburban community in 
which it happened. The boy was completely unable to explain why 
he had done it. Under hypnosis, however, the reason quickly became 
apparent. The boy said he realized he was stupid and had been work- 
ing extra hard to try to make up for it. On this particular morning he 
had given the wrong answer to a question asked by his teacher. She 
had shaken her head in disgust and said, **Goodness, Johnnie, you 
ought to put in a little more effort.” Leaving the classroom after- 
ward, he saw some old dust rags in the corner of a closet, just wait- 
ing to be set afire. Without even realizing what he was doing or why, 
he had his revenge on the school that had hurt him 

What about the grownup criminal? Here the sociological and psy- 
chiatric schools of thought split a little more seriously than they do 
‘on the subject of juvenile delinquency. The sociologists believe that 
the adult criminal, too, is simply a product of the bad neighborhood, 
a slum-born juvenile delinquent grown up. A sociologist named Don- 
ald Clemmer who runs the District of Columbia correctional system 
has quoted in his book, The Prison Community, some typical letters 
written over the years to prison officials by the mothers of inmates: 

“His father died when he was 5 years old. He never was very strong. 
But being a poor widow with two smaller children I could not give 
them all the care and nourishment they needed. . 

“My son was a social & good boy easy to get along with & had no 
what you would call Bad unruly ways when under my control. But 
after going away from home to work he finally got in Bad Company.

As the sociologists see it, letters of this sort with their eloquent 
proof of family backgrounds of the most abysmal poverty and igno- 
rance are explanation enough of what makes the criminal. Many pris- 
on psychiatrists, on the other hand, believe that even criminals from 
the most underprivileged families usually have a deeper psychologi- 
cal reason for their crimes. New Jersey’s Dr. Brancale says that he 
has learned to mistrust any of the obvious explanations for crime. 
In his experience a gunman will say that he simply needed the money 
and figured he deserved his share of society's wealth. A man up for 
stealing his fifth automobile will say in apparently complete candor 
that he merely wanted to take his newest girl for a ride and had no in- 
tention of keeping the car. Some criminals swear that they only want- 
ed to make a quick stake and then planned to go straight. 

Dr. Brancale has seldom found any of these to be the criminal’s 
real reasons, It is his opinion that the criminal is perfectly a 
crime does not pay in the economic sense, that it brings no material 
reward whatever, Under prolonged analysis, hypnosis or truth serum, 
the real reasons for the crime emerge and prove to be quite different. 
Invariably it develops that the crime did pay—in terms of giving 
the offender psychological satisfactions which he could not obtain in 
any other way. As Dr. Brancale puts it, ‘*Crime is a dramatic setting 
in which the individual tried to work out his conflicts.” 

Almost always the roots of the crime lie in a devious form of hos- 
tility remaining from an unresolved childhood emotional problem, 
an old feeling of terror, weakness and rage preserved from the child's 
early relations with his parents. Some criminals express these hos- 
tilities directly in such acts as armed robbery, assault and murder. 
Others do it in more subtle ways, such as burglary or swindling. 

Most burglars and swindlers have extremely mild and passive per- 
sonalities in every other respect. Crime is their only outlet for aggre: 
sion. Dr. Brancale knew one man who was constantly being hauled 
into court for passing bad checks, usually for amounts so small as to 
ake no sense whatever from the economic standpoint. It developed 
that this man had been afraid of his father and had felt closely de- 
pendent on his mother, although even with her he suffered from a 
sense of rejection and the need to be loved. As a child he often retali- 
ated by getting into trouble at school, an act which served the addi- 
tional purpose of making his mother come to his defense and feel 
sorry for him. It further developed that almost every one of his check- 
passing sprees as an adult followed an argument with a girlfriend. 
He was simply repeating the pattern of his childhood and his rela- 
tions with his mother, taking out his hostile feelings toward the girl 
by getting into trouble and at the same time hoping to move her to 
an outburst of sympathy and affection.

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farmer, considered a model of honesty and industry by his commu- 
nity, got drunk one night and killed his wife and her brother with a 
shotgun. On the surface the case seemed like a perfect example of 
the completely random and unintentional sort of crime committed 
under the influence of alcohol. 

But as Dr. Brancale dug deeper, a quite different pattern emerged. 
The man had arrived in the U.S. as a boy, quite cowed by his father, 
extremely devoted to his mother. Brought up on an Old World doc- 
trine of extreme frugality and hard work, he slaved day and night to 
accumulate money. His first wife soon left him, unable to stand his 
jealousy, his preoccupation with money and his absolute refusal to 
do any of the more frivolous things that she considered fun, At that 
point he became quite depressed, lost a lot of weight and thought 
seriously of suicide. But within a year he perked up upon meeting the 
woman who eventually became his second wife. She was more his 
type: industrious, money-minded and the owner of a farm of her 
‘own. After their marriage they watched cach other like hawks on 
money matters, each afraid that the other might cheat. The woman 
even began to make him pay money for her sexual favors. They quar- 
reled frequently and he became terribly jealous of any man in whom 
she seemed to show the slightest interest. One night he fired a shotgun 
at their handyman, but this was passed off as an accident. Finally his 
wife decided to bring her brother in to help run the farm and to throw 
him out. In retaliation he got drunk and killed them both. 


The deep roots of violence 


HE important thing about this unhappy little tale, Dr. Brancale 

believes, is the proof it offers that the final act of violence, so un- 
expected by the community, actually had its roots deep in the past. 
It had been preceded by one other open act of violence, the glossed- 
over firing at the handyman, and beyond that went all the way back 
to a morbid childhood jealousy concerning the man’s mother and his 
‘own prestige as an accumulator of money. The fact that the man was 
drunk at the time of the shooting really had very little to do with the 
crime, except that in about 40% of all crimes it is alcohol that brings 
out and releases the hidden psychological poisons. 

Getting caught is frequently part of the whole unhappy game the 
criminal plays. Every criminologist has observed the strange phe- 
nomenon of the offender who would never have been caught had he 
not made some absolutely senseless mistake or left some obvious 
clue which insured his capture. Many offenders give themselves up 
of their own volition for crimes of which they have never been sus- 
pected. There seems to be no question that self-destructive impulses 
in the form of masochistic desire for punishment play a part in many 
criminal personalities. 

If the psychiatric explanations of crime are correct, very little that 
society does today about crime and criminals makes any sense. If the 
criminal is driven by unconscious forces which are totally beyond his 
control, he cannot be deterred by fear of punishment. Apparently 
prison does not frighten criminals (more than 65% of the men in 
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PUBLIC HANGING, the fate of pickpockets in 18th Century England, did 
not discourage uncaught pickpockets who attended hangings to rob crowds,

prison are recidivists—that is, they have been there before) nor does 
even the prospect of hanging. The U.S. state which has executed the 
most murderers is Georgia, and yet Georgia continues to have the 
nation’s highest murder rate, while four of the states with the lowest 
murder rate do not have capital punishment at all. England once got 
so annoyed at pickpockets as to punish them by a public hanging, 
but every time a pickpocket was hanged, other pickpockets plied 
their trade in the audience. 

All sorts of statistical studies have shown that there is no correla- 
tion at all between severity of penalty and the rate of crime. A study 
made in Britain has shown that more juvenile offenders went straight 
when merely put on probation than when they were sentenced to be 
whipped. Another popular antidote for delinquency, punishing the 
parents who dare let their children offend society, was tried over a 
10-year period in Toledo, Ohio. It was found to be completely in- 
effective in cutting down the delinquency rate. 

If the prisons do not deter, do they at least rehabilitate? The 
theory behind most rehabilitation attempts in our prisons is that 
the criminal is likely to go straight if given the opportunity and 
encouragement, if he is provided with a kind word, an education, 
vocational skills and a job waiting outside the gates. This may 
help the people who got into prison strictly by the accident of a 
bad neighborhood and bad companions. It does not, as the rates 
of recidivism show, help all criminals. 


Quarantine against danger 


JERHAPS all the prison can really do is pull the criminal up short 

ind quarantine him during the period when he is most dangerous 

to himself and to society. Many criminals mature psychologically 

while behind bars. They become more stable, they develop new satis- 

factions to replace those that only criminal activity had been able to 

give them in the past. When they leave the prison, they are far more 

likely to live within the law. But this may be a tribute strictly to the 
aging process, not to the prison itself. 

At any rate our penal system is anything but a major success at 
either deterring or reforming. The life history of the criminal shown 
in the drawings on pages 147-151 is a good example. This man was 
promptly “knocked off” by the law every time he broke the law. The 
prisons dealt with him over and over again. They did the best they 
could. They treated him with patience and care. At no time in re- 
counting his life history did he complain of any cruelty or ill treat- 
ment in prison. On the contrary, he learned in prison to be a first-rate 
printer and could have earned a good living when he got out. Dr. F. 
Lovell Bixby, director of the New Jersey correction system in which 
this man has spent many of his years, has pointed out that the man’s 
whole experience behind bars represents an almost perfect example 
of the fruition of all the prison improvements that the most opti- 
mistic retormer would have dared hope for at the beginning of the 
century. Yet at the age of 57 the man is still in jail. 

One thing wrong with our penal system, from lawbook to prison, 
is the fact that it was never designed as a serious and thoughtful 
attempt to lessen crime, but only to punish it, Much of our penal 
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code was conceived and adopted in a spirit of blind revenge against 
the people who dare transgress against society. Like the British who 
became annoyed at pickpockets, we tend to pile on the punishment 
for any crime that particularly annoys us at the moment. Thus Con- 
gress in 1956, in a wave of revulsion against the dope traffic, provided 
such stiff penalties that a third conviction for illegal possession of 
marijuana now carries as long a sentence as plotting to overthrow 
the government by force. 

If anything, our whole penal system probably only makes it more 
difficult to redeem a person who has strayed. The fact that he has 
strayed mens that he has less ability than the rest of us to keep 
on an even psychological keel and get along under the rules of 
society. But the minute he strays we subject him to additional psy- 
chological pressures. He is a marked man. The police have his name 
in their files and are going to keep an eye on him. He will have a 
harder time getting a job than the average man. His employer will 
regard him with suspicion. If anything goes wrong anywhere near 
his immediate vicinity, he will be called in and made to prove that 
he was not responsibie. 

Sad to say, it is easier to point out what is wrong with our present 
penal practices than to suggest better ones—easier to diagnose than 
to prescribe. To a considerable extent crime is doubtless a product 
of the slums, as the sociologists have so clearly established. But the 
slums themselves are largely a product of the law of natural distribu- 
tion, which decrees that a substantial number of people in every 
generation will be stupid or incompetent or unable to help them- 
selves. To a considerable extent crime is also a psychiatric matter, 
but how can society provide the treatment? Where are the psychia- 
trists to come from, and who will pay them? And besides, since 
psychiatrists are nowhere near 100% successful in treating even their 
most earnest and eager private patients, suffering from the most mi- 
nor psychological aberrations, how much luck could they possibly 
have with a stubborn, recalcitrant and deeply disturbed group like 
the men in Alcatraz? 

As a beginning, many criminologists believe that the penal code 
should be completely revised to provide an indeterminate sentence— 
with no ifs, ands or buts—for all crimes. This would conform to the 
theory that a man who commits a relatively minor crime like exposure 
may be so disturbed mentally as never to be able to function in so- 
ciety again, while a man may commit a particularly shocking murder 
and yet be a good risk to become a perfectly decent citizen in the 
future. What is important, in terms of future conduct, is the indi- 
vidual character and psychology of the criminal, not the nature of 
his crime. This cannot be determined by legislative action, nor by 
a judge or jury in the courtroom. It can only be determined through 
close observation by men of science specifically trained in such work. 


The ideal prison system 


ANY criminologists believe further that most penal institu- 

tions should be made much smaller and should havea higher ra- 
tio of staff to inmates so that the inmates can receive far more indi- 
vidual attention than they get now. Dr. Bixby believes that the ideal 
state prison system would have only one conventional prison with 
thick walls and heavy bars for the most dangerous prisoners who 
have to be kept under maximum security. In addition it would have 
a large hospital for the criminally insane and another semi-hospital 
for criminals who are not actually insane but who are considered 
unusually explosive and unstable. These men would receive a great 
deal of psychiatric treatment but would work at jobs rather than re- 
main in a sickbed. All other prisoners, the great bulk of them, would 
be kept in fairly small “open” institutions with a minimum of custo- 
dial care and a maximum of treatment and rehabilitation. This sort 
of program sounds expensive but in fact might not cost as much as 
today’s institutions. The conventional prison is extremely costly to 
build and to operate. In smaller and more informal institutions with 
less plant and overhead much more professional care could probably 
be provided for the same amount of money. 

New Jersey has already had considerable success with one small 
informal residential center for boys housed in Highfields, the former 
Charles Lindbergh home at Hopewell, N.J. About 20 boys, sent there 
on probation, live at Highfields under the supervision of two sociol- 
ogists, a secretary, work supervisor, maintenance man and cook— 
one staff member for every four boys. By day the boys work at a 
nearby state mental hospital. In the evenings they meet with the head 
sociologist, Albert Elias, for a group discussion of the problems that 
led them to Highfields and their chances of doing better in the future. 
Under Elias’ expert guidance the group discussions eventually get 
into such deep aspects of personality as to amount to a form of in- 
tensive group psychotherapy. It costs only about $450 to send a boy 
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GROUP THERAPY is practiced at Highfields, state residential home for 
boys near Hopewell, N.J., when young offenders discuss problems together.

through a four-month course at Highfields, and repeated surveys have 
shown that only about 20% of the Highfields graduates ever get 
into trouble again compared to 60% of boys of exactly the same 
background sent to other institutions. The state has now ap- 
propriated the money for a second institution of this type, and Dr. 
Bixby would like to see the same idea extended to offenders in oth- 
er age groups. 

Perhaps the best opportunities of all lie in prevention. On the 
sociological side promising pioneer work has been done by the Chi- 
cago Area Project in changing the atmosphere of delinquency areas. 
As yet nothing much has been done along psychiatric lines. The 
psychiatrists working in the field believe, however, that as word on 
the psychological aspect of the crime problem begins to spread, all 
the social institutions dealing with the child—especially the public 
schools—will begin to do a much more realistic job of spotting and 
helping the incipient delinquent. A large amount of crime will be 
nipped in the bud 

It must be remembered that the whole science of criminology is 
still young. In the U.S. the first trained sociologists began to study 
crime less than 50 years ago, and the first psychiatrists got into the 
penal system less than 40 years ago. Much of the pioneer work has 
been handicapped by lack of public support. Until the sociologists 
and psychiatrists began to show that crime was the natural outcome 
of certain social and psychological forces, the criminal was generally 
thought to be a kind of unworthy and repulsive animal whom we 
could perhaps not in good conscience exterminate (except for the 
most heinous crimes) but should try to lock up as far out of sight as 
possible for as long as possible. We have come a long way from this 
primitive outlook, and Dr. Bixby was probably not being too op- 
timistic when he recently wrote of delinquency and crime: “I believe 
that it can be understood by the public as well as mental illness and 
mental deficiency are understood. When some of the stigma is re- 
moved and the natural causes generally recognized, we can get ahead 
much faster with preventive and curative efforts.”
